ken by the Bureau of Statistics, an; 
which has jost been completed, tans 
prove at great importance to the people 
The fact that it will oootain only the cold 
facts without partisan coloring will give 
the facts it contains a force that they 
oonld not otherwise have. 


One of the important points touched 


by this report, and which baa already 
been made public, in oar foreign trade 
It thews that in the ten months ending 
with July, in which our new tariff baa 
been m force, the custom house receipts 
have fallen off nearly $27,000,000 aa 
compared with the same period a yea 
ago. This ia on dutiable goods, o 
course; bat while there has been this 
falling off hi receipts on goods that pay 
a duty when goods that come in free are 
added to the dutiable goods the value o 
all merchandise imported daring the 1 
months is much greater than the value 
of the merchandise imported in the Ram 
time a year earlier, or before the new 
tariff law was passed, The merchandise 
that paid no duty, or the free list mer 
cbandise, imported in 1889-90 was 81 pe 
cent, of the total in ports, while that o 
1990-91 was 47 per cent. 


On the other hand, instead of a falling 


off of exports, as certain partisans pre- 
dicted would be the case under the new 
law, exports have grown to the extent o 
$32,000,000 over the exports of the period 
of a year before. These gains have beei 
largely m manufactures. In addition t 
this tho investigation has shown tha 
taking the general list of goods on which 
duties were levied by the new law, price 
have fallen since the law took effect. 


This report completely upsets th

The first speech alter dinner was de- 


livered by Bev. E. B. Cake, ot the Chris- 
tian church, of this tityi He spoke ot 
the principles which should control all 
organizations, laying great 
emphasis 


upon the fact that if both capital and 
labor should yield obedience to the rale 
of doing nnto others as yon would have 
others do unto yon, there oonld be no 
conflict between them, and consequently 
no strife. 


After Mr. Cake had taken his seat Mr. 


Stewart was called ont 
for another 


speech. He responded in a fifteen or 
twenty minutes talk, in which he stated 
that the country is not in as much dan- 
ger from the 75 anarchists who used to 
make bombs ae-from the 3,000 anarchists 
who compose what is known as the Board 
ot Trade of Chicago." He urged the work- 
ingmen of Deoatur to organize. 


He said the last Legislature had passed 


the anti-truck store bill, but that the 
Supreme Court would call it unconstitu- 
tional. The men who passed the bill 
knew it n-iis cot worth the paper it was 
written on. A half-dozen laws of the 
same kind were passed in such a way as 
to be useless; the Australian Ballot law 
will give the laboring man a chance to 
vote as he pleases.
